he southern coast and the island 
portion of Russian America, is rich in 
harbors of the first character, accessible 
at all seasons of the year. The impor- 
tance of this circumstance will be ap- 
preciated, when we remember that the 
enly harbor of any value, from Panama 
to Puget Sound, is that of San Fran- 
cisco, Puget Sound itself being com- 
manded and controlled by the Bri‘ish 
harbor of Esquimalt, in the Straits of 
‘Fuca. In a voyage between OQalifornia 


Aleutian Islands, is a thousand miles 
less than by way of the usual route of 
the Sandwish Islands, and the accessi- 
bility and excellence of the harbors, as 
well as their belonging to the United 
States, is a matter of the greatest im- 
portance to thé American navigator. 
Contrary to the prevailing impres 
sion, the climate of the southern portion 
of Alaska is characterized by its mild- 
ness in winter. The harbors are never 
obstructed by ice; sometimes 
none furms during the season. Snow 


few hours. ‘The mean anuual temper- 
ature of Sitka, the centre of Russian 
power in Alaska, is about 42 degrees ; 
that of winter about 32 degrees, or 
very nearly that of Washington City. 

€ mean summer temperature, on the 
other hand, is about 53 decrees, that of 
Washington 73 degrees ; the summers 
as cool, therefure, as the winters are 
mild. The great difference in tempcr- 
ature between the east and west coast 
of America is produced by the ocean 
currents from the south-west, which 
strike the north-west coast of America, 
and ameliorate its temperature, as tlie 
Mexican gulf stream does that of Nor- 
thern Europe. In both cases an ex- 
cess of fog and rain is produced—per- 
haps the greatest drawback to the val 
ue of Alaska. At Sitka the sun is seen 
on not more than fifty or sixty days in 
the year; more frequently, however, 
In the northern portion of 
the Territory, and especially in the 
interior, the climate becomes more se- 
rene im winter, and much warmer in 
summer; but the cold is much less in- 
tense than in Labrador and Greenland 
as even on Norton Sound it is possible 
to work outdoors all winter. On _ the 
headwaters of the Yukon, the winter 
temperature is sometimes 50 degrees 
below zero, the summer 90 degrees 
above it. 

The whole country, with the excep- 
tion of the Aleutian and adjacent 
islands, and a strip of coast land north 
of the peninsula of Alaska, abounds iv 


building and other purposes. The in- 
terior of the island of Sitka is impene- 
trable on account of its forests, which, 
sustained by the excessive mpisture, 
eontain fir or pine trees over two hun- 
dred feet high and six feet and more in 
diameter, Grass of excellent qualit 

is found on many of the islands, such 
as Kapiak and Aonalaska. Root 8 
éan be raised to good advantage, but 
the grains do not flourish at all, with 
the exception, perhaps, of barley, and

For many years past Rossian Amer- 

ica has furnished the finest and best of 


the American furs, those of Labrador 
scarcely excepted. The pine martens, 
or Hudson's Bay sables of the Upper 
Yukon, the black and cross foxes, and 
the rinks bave been in great demand. 
The sea-otters of the coast bring enor- 
meus profits, while of far seals a bun- 
dred thousand are annually taken on a 
single island (St. Lawrence). | 
‘¢ is in the abounding fisheries, how- 
evér, that the chief value of the soun- 
try is to be found; gnd in this respect 
it may be safely said that no strip. of 
coast-in the world, of equal extent 
with that of Russian America, south of 
Cape. St. Elias, surpasses it in value 
tor these purposes. The salmon, of 
many. species, and of enormous .size, 
, sometimes impede the 
movelnenis of boats in the rivera and 
bays by- their Halibut. of 
hopdreds of pounds weight, and

Whatever, therefore, may 

the short-comings of Alaska as an 
agricultural region, it will always sup- 
port a large population by means of i's 
“sea harvests,” which are inexhausti- 


'ble to any amount of reaping. There 


is no reason to suppose that the fisher. 
ies of the coast of Europe are less pro- 
ductive tham years agu, notwitlstand- 
ing the millions of persons supported 
by them; aud these are, in many re- 
spects, inferior to what we find in Alas- 
ka. Such fisheries mean not mercly 
profits to those engaged in them, but, 
as well, au extended commerce through- 
out the whole Pacific region ; the build- 
ing of vessels by means of the iron 
and timber of the country, aud their 
propulsion by its coal, their protectin 
and secure archorage in all seasons in 
its harbors; the education of a race of 
hardy mariners for our merchant ser- 


sion of the power and influence of 
American interest.. 

A large emigration to the country 
has already taken place; lots taken 
up, purchased, or squatted on, and 
houses built. Within ten years Alas- 
ka will probably be a State, occupied 
by a bardy and industrious maritime 
people, conducting the commerce of 
the United States, and not less bold 
and adventurous than the Vikings of 
old, carrying i's flag peacefully into 
every sea — Philadelphia Ledger.

degradation. 

"Vaes not regard it as possible for re- 
spectable ladies—and ladies “who had 
attained the literary altitude,” — to 
publicly approve, or attempt to excuse, 
anything so base as that which even 
the humblest and least intellectual of 
true women must scorn.

far as to “insist upon their rights.” 

Iam no Hagar wandering desolate 
from the tent of a Mormon Abraham, 
but one ofthe few women who have 
up in the shadow of Brigham 

oung’s despotism, and dared to defy 
him in the presence chamber of his 
power, and, ifmy pride in woman’s 
honor did not extend beyond that part 
of it in my soul's own keeping, I could 
find it easy to forgive the anti-Christ of 
the Mormons fur every triumph he has 
won from me by stratagem or open 
warfare. Yet if I were a man, and in 
Congress, | would stand up opposed 
tothis moral cancer that is eating into. 
the great heart of our country till I 
wore a hole in the fluor of the House 
with my feet, or hurled the female 
“twin” to perdition. I would bury it 
with its black brother slavery, dead or 
alive, though I gave my own life and 
dearer lives than mine, to bolt its se 
pulehre. 

As I am only a woman I lift a 
woman’s weak voice or prayerful ap- 
neal to every State in our Union of 
States, and ask that each will exact 
from its representatives in Congress 
one blow for the honor of American 
women in Utah—for the honor of all 
American womeu—to prove the chival- 
rous devotion of Americans tothe moth- 
ers, sisters and wives they hold dear- 
ust. 

I appeal to American women every- 
where, and call upon them by their 
most sacred reverence for the woman 
lot they bear, to strengthen my appeal 
with pleading acecits nearer and dear- 
er than mine to the loyal hearts that 
love them. I appeal for women to the 
Republie—for the Republic to women 
—away with the monster, Polygamy. 

The best way to attack it is every 
way. Fence it round with opposition. 
I do not believe in a mimie warfare, nor 
a parley of war peace. Let no polyga- 
mist have the name or right of an 
American citizen, with representation 
in Congress, pre-emption right to soil, 
right to vot’, or hold office under the 
United States Goverument. — Hon. 
Schuyler Colfax—one of God’s best 
workmen—said, speaking on this sub- 
ject, “No man should be allowed to 
held office under a government whose 
laws he violates. ‘lhe Homestead law 
should only be open to those who obey 
all the laws of the Republic.” The 
knightly Howard and earnest Wade 
have each made a worthy effort to call 
the attention of Congress to the sabject 
Senator Stewart’s bill is, perhaps, the 
best ever presented as a remedy for 
Mormon offenses. As yet, however, 
nothing has been effected toward ap- 
plying remedies, and the greatening 
evil remaius unchecked. ‘The Mormon 
Church representation is allowed a place 
in the House, while the judiciary and 
law-abidimg citizens of the Territory 
petition-in vain for lielp to enforce the 
laws in Utah. 

Hopeing that Mr. and Mrs. Brigham | 
Young, jr. together with ‘“Faustine,” 
and the “New York ladies” may live to 
see the anti-polygamy law enforced, I 
conclude with a bold and manly* opini- 
on from the official report of General 
Ruskin, who visited Utah last summer. 
“Wherever the flag floats, we are 
entitled to freedom of speech, and of 
the prees, and neither exists here now.

Fara Arrray at Coirax.—A cor- 
respondent sends The Sacramento Re- 
sae the 10th, the following account 
of a singular affray which occurred at 
Colfax, Valifornia, on Tuesday last: 

An affray occurred here yesterday 
between Thomas Way, who a short 
time ago opened a meat market here, 
and a man named Noble. The difficul- 
ty seems to have originated from but 
little cause, both parties being intoxi- 
cated by strychnine whisky. The 
first, engaged in a fist fight, in whic 
Way had theadvantage, and then seem 
ed to make up; but in the course of an 
hour or two, the difficulty was renewed 
and Noble threw a stone at Way, 
striking him on the head and knocking 
him down.
